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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
Examiner notes that with the elimination of Shibata et al as a viable reference, which 
was relied upon as evidence of the state of the adhesive roughness art in both (not just 
one) of the prior art combinations there is now no reference teaching or rendering 
obvious the claimed range of adhesive surface roughness values of 5 microns or less 
for the independent claims. Additionally, it is believed that in the adhesive filled with 
expandable microspheres art there is no teaching or motivation known for rendering 
this surface parameter to be within the skill of the art. Finally, it is further noted that 
applicants' claims are already quite narrow in scope, requiring a layer of heat 
expandable microspheres contained in a psa matrix, with there also being a surface 
restivity parameter, i.e. an antistatic layer, all coated onto a suitable substrate, i.e. 
sheet, in addition to the adhesive roughness requirement, all of these elements being 
arrived at only through the use of three element prior art references which may very well 
be vulnerable to allegations of selective "picking and choosing", i.e. hindsight. .
